Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to submit the Annual Report for 1968. 

I am sorry to have to record the death of my predecessor, Dr. C.T. Jones 
in January 1969. By his outstanding character, sympathy, and quiet humour 
he had impressed all who met him. He is sadly missed. 

The Registrar General's estimate of the population of our area is 13,600. 
After allowing for births during this year it is evident that 549 people have 
moved into our area from outside. 

From March until June there were many cases of dysentery in King's Lynn 
schools and our Public Health Inspectors were busy investigating the possible 
sources, 

The figures for immunisations remain satisfactory. 

There was a considerable rise in the number of male deaths, but these 
occurred in the elderly and might have been expected to occur at any time. 
The mass of our working population remains healthy with no sign of any 
dangerous infections or morbid tendencies. 

I wish to tender my thanks to the Chairman and Council for their kind 
consideration during the year and express my appreciation of the work of 
the Surveyor and Public Health Inspector, Mr. Watkins.

It is pleasing to note that notifications of infectious disease are the 
lowest since 1958. The steady yearly immunisations figures are showing 
dividends and with the advent of vaccination against measles should, I 

have no doubt, result in even better figures in the future. 


It is, however, essential to maintain immunisation procedures for any 
relaxation will undoubtedly lead to an increase in these troublesome 
diseases. 

Measles. 

This was a predictably low year - 16 cases against 108 last year. 


It will be interesting to compare figures after a couple of years or 
so vaccination against this miserable disease.

Private Building Sites. 


In the early part of the year, an approach to the County Planning 
Authority was made, asking them to support us by refusing, on the grounds 
of being premature, any large scale development in North and South Wootton. 
A strong approach had also been made to King's Lynn Corporation asking 
them to increase the water supply to the parishes concerned. To their 
credit. and with this in mind a scheme to augment the supply by way of 
a new 21" dia. main from their Hillington borewells was submitted to the 
Ministry, but following an Inquiry held in May last however, and much to 
the amazement of everyone, the Ministry refused consent to the scheme in 
question. 


In September of this year the Council agreed to the draft oi the 
new North West Norfolk Water Board as prepared by the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government, but we did not expect this newly formed Board would 
become fully operative in April, 1969, the date given by the Ministry. 


Last yéar the lead roof of the high level water tank at Appleton 
Tower was stolen. This year the copper lightning conductor was stolen, 
but whether by the same gentlemen, one does not know, as nothing further 
has been heard regarding either felony.

During the year 37 samples were taken for chemical and/or 
bacteriological examination.

REFUSE COLLECTION 


A weekly collection of domestic refuse continues to operate 
throughout the district. 


Throughout the year 191 man/days were lost due to illness; this figure 
is higher than normal; this was partially attributable to the absence of 
one of our oldest and best employees, through recurring illness. Also 4 man/ 
days were lost due to absence from work, for which payment was deducted. 


A great disappointment to me was the deletion from my annual 
estimates of my proposal to replace kerbside collection by what is known 
as house collection. This was done on the grounds of economy and in view 
of the credit squeeze which then prevailed, but one feels that improvements 
to the collection scheme, and on the lines suggested could have been 
implemented with vehicle costs spread over a 5 year loan, as was done in 
the purchase of office equipment found necessary for administrative 
purposes and at some equivalent cost. 


Bearing in mind that we were one of the first Rural Authorities 
in the County to introduce refuse collection on a weekly basis, it seems 
somewhat apathetic to rest on one's laurels and make no effort to improve 
the scheme. This is something for which I shall continue to press, as, 
irrespective of the cost involved, and this I might say is by no means 
exorbitant, improvements to the scheme as proposed would be of materia} 
benefit to all householders in the district. 


In June we took delivery of a new 25 cu.yard dual tip refuse 
collection vehicle, This was none too soon, as with the continued growth 
in the population of the district, one can foresee the need for another 
machine in the not too distant future. 


Towards the latter part of the year, the King's Lynn Corporation 
joined us in tipping activities at the South Wootton tip, when it was 
estimated that these clay pits would be filled completely by the following 
April. 

SEPTIC TANK CESSPOOL EMPTYING

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SEWERAGE AND DRAINAGE 


The major sewerage disposal works at Little Massingham and 
West Winch continue to operate satisfactorily. At the latter plant 
certain additional works have been carried out. Three additional 
sludge drying beds were constructed and came into operation, and 
also a Lea Recorder was installed. This latter addition has proved 
of great use as it measures daily flow and so gives us an accurate 
picture of the exact intake at the plant. 


Towards the latter part of the year the North and South 
Wootton Scheme, together with all house connections was completed. 
At about the same time, the Council accepted a Tender for the 
sewering of Gayton and Grimston. It is to be hoped that the 
Council continues to press the County Councib regarding similar 
major schemes for some of our other larger Parishes, particularly 
Middleton, Great Massingham and Castleacre. Also during the year 
an epproach was received from the Sandringham Estete as to whether 
the Council would take over the whole of their Sewerage Disposal 
Works. The Council agreed to give consideration to this request, 
and to make it clear it would be subject to satisfactory examination 
of the existing scheme and all calculations in connection with 
certain proposed amendments of the present system. 


PESTS ACT 1949 


This Act continues to be enforced quite efficiently by the 
employment of one man, for whom a lock-up store and poisons are all 
provided. 


Regular attention is given to all our own properties and 
refuse tips etc. Domestic premises continue to be treated at no cost 
whilst a charge of 10/6d per hour is made on all farm and business 
premises, for which a total of £53 was collected. 


4h brief summery of the work done is as follows: 
£49 17 64 was collected for treatment of Rats and Mice. 
£35 3 Od was collected for the disposal of wasps nests.

SOUTH WOOTTON = Gap Farm Site (55 caravans). In 
July an application was made to extend the site 
to 95 caravans, an increase of 40. This was 
subsequently withdrawn, but in October a fresh 
application was submitted, but was not determined 
either way as certain planning conditions were 
still under negotiation. 


SOUTH WOOTTON - Wootton Woods Site (75 caravans). 
Having been granted planning permission last year 
as a housing site, the nucleus of vans on this 
site continued to diminish with approximately 30 
vans on site. 


BAWSEY ~ Innisfree Site (40 Caravans). After some 
pressure from the Council, most of the site conditions 
regarding ablutions etc. as shown in the licence were 
complied with. 


In general appearance however, the site was more 
unsatisfactory than it should or need have been. 
This was due mainly to dumping on the site of 
disused cars and vans which were destined for 

the vehicle crushing plant on land adjoining. 
Finally, the Council were forced to take this 
matter up with the site owners and an undertaking 
was given to discontinue this practice and clear 
up the site. 
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INFECTIOUS DISEASES 


3 Specimens were collected regarding suspected food poisoning. 
Results were all negative. 


21 Specimens were collected from contacts and pupils attending 
North Wootton School. 


27 Specimens collected from pupils attending schools in 
King's Lynn. 


16 Specimens collected from contacts and pupils attending 
South Wootton School. 


3 Specimens collected from contacts of Salmonellosis in 
chickens. Results all negative. 


There was a substantial increase in the number of investigations 
and visits made, a total of 257 as against 136 for the previous year. 
This was partly attributable to an outbreek of sonné dysentery in 
pupils resident in the District, but attending schools in King's Lynn. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSE ACT 1958 


During the year inspections were made by a Ministry of 
Agriculture veterinary surgeon of the licensed slaughterhouse and 
knackers yard, and he expressed his continued satisfaction with both 
premises. 


112 visits were made to the above premises in order to obtain 
the 100% meat inspection.

SLAUGHTER OF POULTRY 


There are a number of large poultry breeding and rearing 
establishments in the District, but there is still only one turkey 
farm in the District at which birds are slaughtered on a seasonal 
basis. 


During the year 12 visits were made 60 this establishment.
